Communist Country Witt Get About 


99 Millions; U.S. to Kick in 


About Two-Thirds 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia—(^V-The United States 


Britain and France announced today agreement on a new eco- 
nomic aid program for Communist Yugoslavia. This was 
regarded as a demonstration of Western confidence in Yugo- 
slavia's ability to contribute to the common defense against 
Soviet aggression. 


Yugoslavia,'though still 


Communist, -is not in the 
Kremlin fold. 


The exact amount of the aid 


was not mentioned in a tri- 
power communique, but diplo- 
matic sources understood it 
would amount to about 99 million 
dollars, with the United States 
contributing two-thirds. The sum 
would be for a one-year period 
retroactive to July l. 


The total was 50 million below 


the 
amount which Yugoslavia 


sought earlier this year. That was 
before drought cut down the har- 
vest which Premier Marshal Tito's 
government had counted upon to 
pay bills for imports. 


Previously .the three Western 


powers had granted Yugoslavia 50 
million dollars for aid to cover the 
last half of 1951. Of that amount 
the U.S. paid $39,800,000 from Mu- 
tual ..Defense. AM. fun4s».,«*U*in 
madefavailable 11% millions, and 
France aut millions, -it was expect-' 
ed that the percentage outlay for 
the new grant'would follow the 
same lines. 


"The aid can be used as well to 


finance import* or to pay the ex- 
penses of Yugoslav technicians in 
their own country or abroad,''" the 
communique said.

Reds Trip Over Their Own 'Proof 


In trying to scare up a basis for their charges that the 


United States has been using germ warfare in China and Ko- 
rea, the Communist! have lately been hitting some snags. 


In Britain, for example, an "International Scientific com- 


mittee" appointed by the Reds to substantiate the charges 
tried to come up with some "proof" in the form of a small rat 
and some spider* which were allegedly dropped by U. S. air- 
men in Manchuria aa disease spreaders. 


But when the "proof" .was submitted to the fact-loving 


British Museum for identification, it soon turned out that the 
rats in question are never found in the United States, only in 
Russia, and neither they nor the spiders are known to be epi- 
demic carriers.

"no conclusive proof had been found. With characteristic 
Communist logic, it quickly added that it was still "firmly 
convinced" that the charges were true.

DOCTOR SAYS: 


Fear of Diseases Often Is 
Worse Than Illness Itself 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


There are 
undoubtedly 
some 


readers of this column who should 
never look at it. These are the 
ones with acUve imaginations and 
worrying dispositions who think 
they have every disease which is 
discussed. 


Some can 
read 
about 
their 


bodies and the diseases which 
might affect them without being 
bothered, but those who are in 
constant fear and worry about 
getting sick cause themselves a 
great deal of distress and do not 
accomplish anything worth-while. 


One should not forget that na- 


ture is a great healer. Most people 
who become sick, even with se- 
rious conditions, recover entirely. 
Others who fall ill progress to a 
stage where the disease 
from 


which they suffered has been con- 
quered, even though some bad 
effects may remain. 


Still others may even incure se- 


rious effects such as the loss of a 
limb from disease or injury and 
yet be able to resume reasonably 
active and useful lives. 


There is another thing which 


people should remember when 
reading about the many diseases 
and injuries which afflict mankind. 
That is, even though people could 


get a great many diseases they 
never do. 


The chances are that the average 


person will encounter only a few 
of the serious conditions described 
in the books and recovery from 
these will take place, thanks to 
nature and medical or surgical 
treatments. 


The constant fear that one might 


catch plague, cholera, yellow fever, 
tuberculosis, or whatnot, is far 
worse than the actual danger to 
which we* are exposed. The people 
who are always anxious are worse 
off than those who use reasonable 
precautions and then take their 
chances without undue worry. 
WORRIER BECOMES NEUROTIC 


The worriers become what Is 


known as ' neurotics, 
frequently 


shopping around from place to 
place asking for an explanation for 
something which may exist in their 
minds rather than in their bodies. 


There is a lot of difference be- 


tween being afraid of getting every 
disease in the medical books and 
knowing that such diseases exist. 
Also, it is good to recognize serious 
symptoms early so that the disease 
responsible can get prompt treat- 
ment. But anyone who cannot take 
this attitude and is in a constant 
sweat of fear would be better off 
to think and read of other things.

As 
It happened, however, East ran 
out of the double, since he knew 
that his hand was defensively 
worthless.

The ruling will be given on an 


appeal by the Justice department 
from a decision by U. S. District 
Judge George A. Welsh in Phila- 
delphia that the law is unconsti- 
tutional. 


The tax law went' into effect 


Nov. 1, 1951. Welsh said the rev- 
enue features of the statute were 
a valid exercise of federal taxing 
power. 


But he held that the information 


called for when a gambler applies 
for a license was so clearly de- 
signed to aid state law enforce- 
ment that the entire statute had 
to fall. He said the act infringed 
on the police power reserved to 
the states by the Constitution's 
10th Amendment. 


An applicant for a license is re- 


quired to give names of other per 
sons with whom he is associated, 
plus their business and residence 
addresses. 


The Justice department 
said 


such information was "relevant 
and useful in the enforcement and 
administration of the tax." 


Welsh's ppinion was given in a 


case against Joseph Kahriger, one 
of seven men who faced trial in 
Philadelphia on charges of failing 
to buy stamps.

themselves in a wing of Trenton State prison Sunday night in a 
hour riot that was quelled by machine-gun blasts. 


Two prisoners were injured by 


ricocheting bullets fired over the 
rioters' heads by correction offi- 
cers who smashed through a bar- 
ricade of stools, tables and wooden 
scaffolding. 


Thrta guards had been held as 


hostages, but were rescued un- 
harmed in this fourth major out- 
break in the prison this year. 


The rebel convicts, described as 


"extremely desperate" long-term- 
ers, holed themselves up in Wing 
No. 7 upon their return from their 
evening meal, and, later locking 
300 fellow inmates in another sec- 
tion, tried sawing their way to free- 
dom, one of the hostages said. But 
they gave up in their escape at- 
tempt when their makeshift hack- 
saws failed them. 


Correction officers gained con- 


trol of the wing, and the overhead 
blasts of machine-gun fire ended 
the rebellion two hours after it 
started. The rioters were placed 
in segregation cells.

Corkle said the convicts were try- 
ing "to gain public sympathy for 
the men in segregation as a result 
of the previous riots."

Florida's 
famous sunshine U not ah unmixed 
blessing for residents ot the state 
who are exposed to it all the time. 


Or. Morris Waiaman goes into 


the good and bad effect of sun- 
light on human beings in an arti- 
cle in the current issue of the 
Journal of the Florida Medical As- 
sociation. 


He finds sunshine is so injurious 


to • people with certain types of 
skin that "pre-employment exam- 
inations for screening out persons 
with skins unsuitable for outdoor 
work will probably in time become 
essential." 


He points out premature aging 


of the skin occurs in people whose 
work or pleasure exposes them to 
sunlight over long periods. 


Exposed skin becomes leathery, 


wrinkled, inelastic, freckled and 
dotted with lesions which may de- 
velop Into cancer. The lower lip 
is particularly likely to be affected 
and Waisman advised protecting 
U with a hankerchlef tied across 
the lower part of the face or with 
a small piece of tissue paper sturk 
to it.
